Cup races are not so frequent as they were twenty-five years ago. but they are every bit as prpul.ir 
and the meeting of two such eracks as Go Between and Sir Hmsi over such a long route as a mile srd 
three-quarters will be easily the star attraction at Saratoga this afternoon. The Saratoga Cup is the 
oldest fixture of the kln»l of this country and its decision has been marked by some tremendous contests, 
most memoralde of which was the great race in which Springbok and F’reakness ran a dead heat In time 
tiiat stood as a record for two miles and a quarter for more than twenty years. Another remarkable rata* 
that drew all of New York’s racing pofiulation to Saratoga was that in which Harry Bassett defeated 
Longfellow, the latter breaking down in the race. IxHigfellow had l>eaten Kingfisher for the Cup the year 
previouH, despite the fact that Kingfisher covered the first mile in 1 :40 flat, it l>eing the first time a mile 
had ever l>een run so fast in public in this country. The condense<l history of the event is as follows:

Saratoga. N. Y,, August 24. — The failure of the 
clerk of the scales to projierly post the withdrawal 
of Altuda from the fifth raw caused a deal of ex- 
citement and trouble in the l»etting ring today, to 
say nothing of the disarrangement of the ta-iginal 
books of the layers. The layers began business tm 
the fifth race in the Itelief that Altnda w'ould \te 
a starter and she was at once made the favorite. 
For ten minutes the betting progressed with thous- 
ands being sent in on George J. Long’s filly. At 
this stage the surprising announcement vfafi made 
that Altuda would not start and that she bad been 
withdrawn at 3:20 o’clock. 

The ring was immediately thrown Into a panic, 
business suspended and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed throughout the entire enclosure. A mob of 
anxious liettors, who had backed the favorite. Im- 
mediately sought out ring manager Cavanagh and 
demanded the return of their money. Mr. Cavanagh, 
following an established precedent, acted promptly 
and notified each lMH>kmaker to refund all wagers 
made on Altuda. The independent layers acquiesce<l 
without a murmur, hut the raemliers of the Metro- 
politan Turf .Association demurred and on their own 
account declared all bets off. 

Secretary Enrlocker, acting temporarily as clerk 
of the scales in place of .Algernon Daingerfield, who 
had assumed these duties with the retirement of 
C. Corneiilsen. who is 111, explained that William 
Kain, assistant clerk of the scales, whose duty 
it was to post the declarations, had failed to do so. 

For the first time in ten days ideal weather con- 
ditions prevailed. The track, however, had suffered 
fn>m recent frequent wettings and proved unex- 
pectwlly deep and uncertain. The Seneca Selling 
Stakes, at six furlongs for three-year-olds, was the 
only stake fixture that adorned a fairly attractive 
card of six races. In this H. B, Duryea scored an- 
other of his rare successes with the improving Ben 
Stroine wit, Ben Ban, which in the race showed 
himself to be improving and capable of beating a 
better class of horses than opposed him today. 

The opening handicap at seven furlongs far over- 
shadowed the stake feature in both interest and 
imiM>rtance. The best sprinters in training were 
here engaged, including Tiptoe, Sir Lynnewood, In- 
quisitor, Aeronaut. Peter Sterling and others. 
August Belmont’s grand filly w'on a brilMant race 
all the way, w’ith the lightly weighted Sir I.vnne- 
wood a close second and the improving Sir Russell 
a fast (‘oming third. Inquisitor tbnNighout held a 
mean i)osition on the inside, where the exreedingly 
deep fiMiting anchored him. The crack western 
colt. Peter Sterling, finished running two feet to 
the lea«ler’s one and, notw'ithstan«!lng that he ran 
no better than fifth, his effort evoked expressions 
of approval from the critics. 

Sonoma Belle, which is showing a return to her 
very best form of a season or tw<> ago, wi«i the mile 
and three sixteenths selling easily from a band of 
moderately fast platers. .Macy Jr., the favorite, 
was the victim of such an exceedingly had looking 
ride that it attracted the attention of almost every 
observant spectator on the grounds. Charlatan has 
not yet come into ULs qwm. He will in due time 
with the advent of the customary hood adornment, 
for instance. .Miller rode the Gum horse today for 
all there was in him. He displayed plenty of speed, 
but sulked when culled ujkmi in the stretch. 

.Some sterling youngsters met In the handicap at 
five and a half furlongs. Montgomery, with Miller 
in the saddle, was suddenly transformed into a 
probable stake horse. His victory was the easiest 
kind imaginable and many declared the Pessara 
cult to be in the same class with Fountainblue. 
Hickory, the full brother of the neded Eugenia 
Burch, was a hot tip, but performed disappoint- 
ingly. 

Tommy Griffin’s Eudora won the fifth race. A 
lot <»f uuHiey was lost tui Dulcinea. 

The dt»wiifall of the odds-on favorite, Johnstown, 
in the cltisiiig rate for maidens, at a mile, capped 
the climax to a very unsatisfactory day’s racing, 
particularly to jockey Miller’s large army of ad- 
herents. The Cincinnati horseman, H. M. Ziegler, 
scored his second victory of the season with Royal 
Scot, which carried a big stable (‘ommission at 
lucrative odds. 

HACKMEH CHEAT THE TRACK. 

.Saratoga, N. Y., August 24.— The discovery was 
made today that the hackmen engaged in carrying 
racetrack patrons inside the grounds were using 
forged admission cards, thus evading the tax of 
75 cents imposed on all rigs that desire to enter the 
inclosure. Hereafter a different colored card will 
be Issued daily.

The telesco|)e which was mounted on the observa- 
tU>n pole outside of the track was ck«ely watched, 
and it was found that instead of being turned to- 
ward the track It was pointed in the opposite direc- 
tion.

Cincinnati, O., August 24.— To<lay’a card at La- 
tonia was made up mainly to give the cheaper 
horses an ot>|Kirtunity to earn feed money. The ex- 
eptlon was the third race at six furlongs in which 
Martha Gorman and Don Domo measured strides and 
produce«l a stirring contest. These two were thought 
to have the raw l>etween them and were accorded 
nearly all the support. Don Domo. running at his 
best, assumed a long lead, but In the stretch began 
to weaken, permitting the Respess filly to overhaul 
him. In a terrific drive she outlasted the gray 
horse and landed the purse In the final stride. Mll- 
tiades was a distant third and Evajean. the only 
other starter, never was a contender. 

The steeplechase, which was mainly responsible 
for the big crowd, resulted In one of the best «m- 
tests of this kind witnessed in some time. The 
Ik Id was a bad one, but all fenced In good style 
with the exception of W’ar Chief, which came to 
grief at the last field Jump. Bluemint .shoued sur- 
prising improvement and won as his rider pleased 
from Wool Dealer. Dalesman and Weird were 
always outpaced and distanced at the finish. 

John C. Ferriss essayed a coup with Gamester In 
the se<’oDd race and failed to bring It off saccess- 
fully because of Griffith’s pow ride. His stable 
rider, D. Boland, was on the winner, Morendo. 
which nosed Gamester out at the finish. Griffith was 
I iso responsible for the defeat of Savoir Falre. 
which was much the best in the sixth race, but 
could only finish second to Inspector Girl. 

In the best finish of the afternoon, Santon was 
returned a winner in the fifth race. He ran to his 
best form today and his connections are reported 
as having won heavily by his victory. He was bid 
up $400 over his entered price of $500, by S. Louis, 
but was retained. 

Cotton & Applegate’s horses will be shipped to 
Oakland after the close of this meeting and be 
rested there until the beginning of that meeting. 

Jockey Grasen was given permi.ssion to ride today 
by starter Holtman and had the mount on Fiasco, 
in the fifth race. The statement that the boy bad 
ridden In Austria is erroneous. He had only been 
exercising horses there. The boy does not speak 
a word of English, but converses fluently In German. 

In conversation he stated that he had only been In 
this country three weeks, was born in Dresden, .and 
is twenty years old. He can ride at ninety pounds 
and many horsemen are of the opinion that he 
IM>ssesses merit that will some day bring him to 
the front as a g»>od race rider. 

Jockey C. Morris incurred Holtman’s displeasure 
during the afternoon and was fined $25 in the 
se«anid race, $.50 in the fifth race and susi>euded 
for six days f«>r bad behavior in the sixth. 

Dr. Taltiot left tonight for Ijoulsvllle, where he 
goes to apply the firing irons to several horses 
owned by James Arthur. 

Thomas Chiviugton, formerly associate judge at 
Harlem, was appointed to the position of associate 
and patrol judge at Douglas Dark. 

The horses «*omprislng the stable of W. Gabriel 
will shortly in* shipped to California.

The number of inquiries which have l)een com- 
ing into the Factory Colony Company for spa<'e at 
Oakley caused it to look about for a»ljoiuing pieces. 
If the racetrack is purchased, this, in addition to 
the 122 acres already in its hands, would make :« 
plot of ground of 236 acres, all In one piece, and 
almost perfectly level. 

Messrs. Jones & Welsh, the owners of the race- 
track, have been receiving a good income from the 
property, and heretofore rejected all advances for 
the sale of the pl’oi>erty. The Cincinnati Golf Clu!» 
has a lease on the grounds under certain condl- 
ti<His, which amounts to $1,500 per annum.

In that race he clipped off the mile 
and fifty yards in 1:41), the best time made in 
AJmerit^ this year. He next took the Fairbanks 
handicap, and in less than two weeks has won for 
his owner more than his purchase price in stakes 
alone.”
